Hemingway’s Gem 


The story is one of Heming- 
way’s gems. The mood is set in 
the first paragraph: ‘There were 
only two Americans stopping at 
the hotel. . . . Their room was 
on the second floor facing the sea. 
It also faced on the public gar- 
dens and the sea. There were big 
palms and green benches in the 
public garden. In the good weather 
there was always an artist with 
his easel. . . . It was raining. 
The rain dripped from the palm 
trees. Water stood in pools on the 
garden paths. . . . The American 
wife stood at the window looking 
out. Outside right under their win- 
dow a cat was crouched under 
one of the dripping green tables. 
. .. “I’m going down and get 
that kitty,” the American wife 
said. 

This was the mood .. . a lonely 
room, a man and a wife who got 
along pleasantly enough, but who 
had not much communication, 
and the use of the kitten as a 
symbol. The husband, lying on 
the bed reading, is sufficient unto 
himself. The cat, when the wife 
goes for it, is gone. She comes 
back to the room and begins to 
look at herself in the mirror.... 


“IT want to pull my hair back 
tight and smooth and make a 
big knot at the back that I can 
feel,”’ she said. “I want to have 
a kitty to sit in my lap and purr 
when I stroke it .. . and I want 
to eat at a table with my own 
silver and I want to brush my 
hair in front of a mirror and I 
want a kitty and I want some 
new clothes... .” 


The story is quite short. It ends 
when the maid knocks and is 
at the door with a big tortoise- 
shell cat which the old and under- 
standing padrone had sent. 


The 16-and-17-year-old German 
girls grappled with it. 


Girl with Glasses 


A tall, blonde girl, with glasses, 
raised her hand: 


“The feelings are there,”’ she 
said, “the way the woman felt. 
She wants the cat because of all 
the loneliness within her.”’ 


“How do you know she is not 
merely bored, and feels only sym- 
pathy, or pity, for the cat?’’ 


A girl with a nice, thin face 
held up a hand. 


“It comes through in the 
words,” she said. “The wife 
wants something she can take 
care of—something that depends 
on her. The husband, he reads.” 


A small girl in a brown and 
white striped dress put up her 
hand. She had the whole answer. 
“She wants to be a_ real 
woman,” she said, “‘to be admired 
as a woman. When she thinks of 
holding the cat in her lap and 
stroking it, she is thinking of ca- 
ressing her own baby.”

Reynolds 
Is Refused 
Rehearing 


Millionaire Richard J. Reynolds 
lost Thursday an attempt to get 
the Georgia Supreme Court to re- 
consider a decision which voids 
his divorce decree from his third 
wife. 

The court denied an appeal for 
the rehearing on the case with- 
out any flourishes. *Rehearing 
denied” were the only words of 
the court order. 


Reynolds must now go back to 
McIntosh County for another court 
trial in his attempt to divorce 
wife No. 3, Muriel Marston Reyn- 
olds. 


He already has married No. 4, 
the former Dr. Annemarie 
Schmitt. They reportedly are vis- 
iting in her native Germany. 


Reynolds won the divorce from 
Muriel Reynolds in the McIntosh 
court last year, but the Supreme 
Court ordered a new trial in a 
decision of more than 80 pages 
which cited 17 instances where 
trial judge Henry Durrance erred 
in the conduct of the trial. 


+ McIntosh jury awarded 
Muriel Reynolds $1,042 per month 
alimony, and her attorneys called 
it “‘manifestly inadequate.”” She 
had asked $6 million alimony. 


Reynolds, a tobacco heir who 
inherited something like $25 mil- 
lion, never appeared at the di- 
vorce trial, and the Supreme Court 
held that Murial Reynolds’ attor- 
neys should have been allowed to 
question him.

GOPs Hail 
Nixon’s

Most Republicans welcomed 
Thursday Richard M. Nixon’s en- 
try into the gubernatorial scram- 
ble in California. For a different 
reason, so did California’s Demo- 
cratic governor, Edmund G. 
Brown. 


The view that Nixon still may 
be in the battle for the 1964 Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
—<despite his vow not to seek the 
role—was expressed by Brown 
and by Republican Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York. 


Rockefeller, who may seek the 
GOP presidential nomination him- 
self, said he couldn’t eliminate 
Nixon from the picture because a 
draft would always be a possibil- 
ity. Nixon’s statement did not 
close the door on this. 


Brown, predicting he will whip 
Nixon for the governorship, told 
newsmen: “I welcome the..oppor- 
tunity to confront Richard Nixon

1958, the 
suddenness of the long-discussed 
union stunned seasoned Middle 
East experts. It was reported 
shortly afterward that Syria had 
told Egypt there must be a hasty 
linkup or Syria would be swal- 
lowed by communism. 


Two weeks before the proclama- 
tion a high Syrian delegation 
came to Cairo to work out de- 
tails of amalgamation of the two 
sovereign nations. At that time 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
closest friends denied union would 
be achieved quickly. They re- 
called that talk about union had 
been going on for almost two 
years. 


RISK TAKEOVER 


After union was proclaimed, in- 
formants said the Syrians came 
to Nasser and told him bluntly: 
“Either you achieve union imme- 
diately or Syria risks being taken 
over by the Communists.”’ 


Although Nasser has cooperated 
closely with the Soviet Union, he 
has staunchly opposed any Com- 
munist activities at home. Known 
Egyptian Communists have been 
jailed. 

According to Nasser’s close 
friends the Communists were try- 
ing hard to establish a satellite 
state in the Mideast. They were 
about to achieve their goal in 
Syria when Nasser at the last mo- 
ment thwarted their plans by pro- 
claiming the union. 


NO EASY JOB 


Nasser knew well that ruling 
Syria would not be easy. He ex- 
pected trouble in dealing with the 
Syrians, who are accustomed to 
political upheavals. Nasser’s 
trusted friend and supporter in 
this job was Abdel Hamid Serraj, 
head of the Syrian intelligence 
bureau. 


Nasser’s first action was to 
abolish all Syrian political parties 
which were responsible for the 
chaotic situation that had pre- 
prevailed in Syria. Hardly a year 
passed there without a coup 
d’etat. 


Nasser apparently tried hard to 
mollify the Syrians. 
However, Serraj remained in

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Syrian officers backed by Com- 
munist mobs revolted against the 


United Arab Republic . 
and claimed victory “pe sre freeing 


the country from despotism and 
the rule” of UAR President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


The rebel radio also claimed 
support of the Syrian First Army, 
which Nasser earlier ordered into 
action against the revolt. 


Rebel broadcasts claimed that 
Aleppo, Syria’s largest city, was 
in their hands, as well as the 
capital, Damascus. Earlier re- 
ports said Aleppo was still under 
government control. 


CLAIM SUPPORT 


But the Rebel-held Damascus 
Radio said Aleppo’s governor and 
its political leaders pledged sup- 
port to the revolution. 


Damascus Radio announced 
formation of a “Supreme Revolu- 
tionary Council” but promised 
that the army would get out of 
politics later and “restore the 
rule of the country to the hand- 
ful of faithful people.” 


The broadcast called Nasser a 
despot and said he sought “‘blood- 
shed for his own benefit.” 

The Syrian officers’ uprising 
against Nasser and control of their 
nation by the Cairo-dominated 
United Arab Republic revived the 
threat of a Communist takeover 
in Syria. The revolutionaires 
were joined by Communists who 
demonstrated in the streets 
against Nasser and the UAR. 


REBEL STATEMENT 

rt The claim of First Army sup 
port for the revolt was broad- 
cast in the form of a rebel state- 
ment directed to Nasser, who 
earlier in the day had ordered 
the same troops to march on 
Damascus and restore his rule. 


In the first of two speeches 
he made Thursday Nasser told 
the First Army to recapture the 
Syrian capital.

If Nixon couldn't 
hurdle Kennedy from the vice president's office he probably figures 
he certainly can’t do it from a private law office, and he may have 
decided to wait until Kennedy just goes away. 

Recent history is unkind to consecutive challengers, anyway. 
Ask Thomas E. Dewey and Adlai Stevenson. If the Republicans 
are merely to present a similar sacrificial lamb against an estab- 
lished president in 1964, Nixon surely would prefer it to be Gold- 
water or Nelson Rockefeller or Cabot Lodge or Clifford Case—or

Nixon’s decision to. run for the governorship was itself some- 
thing of a switch.

His Gettysburg speech was dif- 
ferent. 

Vandiver said in only a 
few words at Gettysburg what ev- 
ery true Southerner surely must 
be coming to believe about the 
South and the nation.

He said (and I devoutly hope 
that this is a signal] that the bad 
old days of state-level political 
oratory in the South are over) 
that the United States of America 
are first of all united and that 
that takes precedence over any- 
thing else. 

This may not seem like too 
much for a responsible state lead- 
er to say in 1961, but think back 
on how many state-level poiiti- 
cians in our state and Ss em- 
phasized the differences between 


Southerners and the rest of Amer- 
ica. Think of how many still would 
tell their people that Georgia 
comes first and anything they 
don’t like in Washington is some- 
how foreign, the product of other 
states, not ours, not the product 
of 50 united states. 

Ernest Vandiver looked to the 
Civil War at Gettysburg the oth- 
er day and said that its true les- 
son was that this country is a 
united “idea.” He spoke as an 
American, who also happens to 
be governor of the sovereign state 
of Georgia, not as a governor 
who also happens to be an Ameri- 
can. There is a world (and a cen- 
tury) of difference. 

Those of us who have been so 
quick to disparage the Civil War 
Centennial will have to have some 
second thoughts now, Because in 
addition to all the hullabaloo, the

me KUWAIT—I've fallen a little behind in my letters, but we’ve been making 
al one-night stands—Cairo to Luxor to Aswan and back to Cairo just long enough to 
re. pack and catch the plane to Kuwait. We got aboard at 1 a.m. after two hours 

‘of clamor and confusion in the Cairo airport, pretty well beaten up by all the travel. No sleep on 


the plane though, for they had remodeled the inside to fit Arab passengers, who are shorter in 


the leg than I. 

The result was I sat scrunched 
up all night, peering out the 
window at the big stars gleam- 
ing in the night over the Arabi- 
an Desert.

the American Broadcasting Co. 
was clearly derelict when it did 
not inform the viewing public by 
clear announcements in the pro- 
grams of the degree to which the 
programs were fictionalized.” 

The FCC noted that after the 
two programs drawing Bennett's 
complaint the television network 
began announcing that the series 
was based on a book, “ 
certain portions of this episode 
were fictionalized.”

Thurs- 
day, Negro student leaders 
called a meeting about 1 p.m. at 
a church to work out last-minute 
details for putting the agreement 
into effect. 


The March agreement ended 
nearly a year of anti-segregation 
demonstrations by Negroes. 


In March, 1960, barely more 
than a month after the first “‘sit- 
in” in North Carolina, Negro stu- 
dents applied the technique here. 


FACILITIES WERE CLOSED 

The sit-ins were dropped for 
several months but started again 
last fall. Mayor William B. Harts- 
field then intervened and arranged 
a 30-day truce while trying to 
work out a settlement. He failed, 
and the sit-ins were renewed. 


Most stores late in the fall 
closed their dining facilities, 
thereby halting the sit-ins, but Ne- 
groes organized boycotts and con- 
tinued picketing. 


The matter came to a head 
early this year when students be- 
gan sitting in at other restav- 
rants and, when arrested, staying 
in jail rather than posting bond. 


MADE AGREEMENT 


Finally, veteran Negro attorney 
A. T. Walden was called into ne- 
gotiations. Together with attor- 
ney Robert Troutman Sr. and At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce pres- 
ident Ivan Allen Jr. (now mayor- 
nominate), he worked out an 
agreement whereby the demon- 
strations were ended with a prom- 
ise to desegregate this fall. 


Late Thursday, Opie L. Shel- 
ton, executive vice president of 
the Atlanta Chamber, issued this 
statement from the planning com- 
mittee, which had agreed that 
news would be released through 
the chamber office: 


‘Today marked the peaceful de- 
segregation of the lunch counters 
of most of Atlanta’s department 


stores. Negotiations between the 
merchants and their Negro cus- 
tomers have been in progress

JACKSON, Miss. (®—A three- 
judge federal court took under 
consideration Thursday a Negro 
suit seeking to abolish all forms 
of racial segregation in bus, rail 
and air terminals in Mississippi 
and on. Jackson city bus lines. 

Presiding Judge Richard T. 
Rives of Montgomery, Ala. a 
U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals judge, said he believed 
the request should be granted. 
He added the opinion was his 
own and that the court would 
not give a final ruling for an- 
other’ 20 days. 


A preliminary injunction could 
be issued within 10 days, he said, 
if the court felt segregation laws 
were unconstitutional and that 
segregation signs should be re- 
moved and segregation arrests 
prohibited. 


Rives said he felt that the police 
should be forbidden to arrest peo- 
ple who conduct themselves or- 
derly in breaking segregation bar- 
riers. 


Jackson police have arrested 
312 “‘freedom riders” for breach 
of the peace after desegregation 
attempts in transportation termi- 
nals since May 24. 


The attack upon Mississippi's 
century-old segregation laws was 
filed as a class action by the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People for 
three Jackson Negroes, Joseph 
Broadwater, Samuel Bailey and 
Burnett Jacob.

—Rice Affords an Accurate Yardstick 


Southern Cal is no powerhouse, but we believe Georgia Tech is 
that good. Dodd had no inclination to pour it on the battered Trojans 
after rolling up a 24-0 halftime lead. The score in Los Angeles could 
have been indeed embarrassing for the Trojans if Tech had em- 
ployed its front line troops all the way. 


There was, of course, no reason to extend the regulars after the 
victory had been cinched. Tech will néed every weapon im its arsenal 
to gun down the hard-nosed Texans. 


No one has an accurate line on the Engineers. But late Saturday 
afternoon you'll know exactly how stout Tech is. It will take a ter- 
rific football team to halt Rice. 


True, Tech trimmed the Owls last year in a driving rain in 
Houston. But Tech, a jinxed outfit the remainder of the year, 
was a lucky team against Rice. The Engineers scored 16 points, 
but they didn’t carry the ball across the Rice goal. Three field 
goals and a blocked punt produced the 16-13 verdict. 


Rice recovered from this opening reversal and rode a 7-3 record 
into a Sugar Bowl engagement against Ole Miss. The powerful Rebs 
hacked out a 14-6 victory. 


Incidentally, the Owls have performed before 155,000 customers 
in their last two games. The usual 82,000 sat in on the Sugar Bowl 
duel and a record 73,000 watched Rice rap LSU in Houston last Sat- 
urday night. 


—Gann Looked Like Stan the Man 


Before last year’s fracas between Tech and Rice, Houston au- 
thors told us to keep an eye on a young sophomore quarterback 
named Billy Cox. He was impressive in a losing debut, and im- 
proved in every game. 


Last Saturday night against LSU, Cox supplied concrete evidence 
that he now ranks with the top signal callers. He pitched two touch- 
down passes against an LSU defense noted for air alertness. 


In Los Angeles, Stan Gann looked just like the man who 
soared to prep fame at Northside. After a year of seasoning, 
Gann now appears to be the quarterback Dodd expected him to 
be. And Gann has a competent stand-in in Billy Lothridge, a 
sophomore with the poise of a senior. 


It will be difficult to convince Rice that Lothridge is a more 
talented field goal kicker than Tommy Wells, who toed three against 
the Owls last year, but he seems to be. 


Bo Hagan, former Tech assistant who now tutors the Rice back- 
field, scouted the Engineers in their spring game and in the Coli- 
seum last week. 


Watching the T-Night tussle, Hagan was duly impressed. And 
last Friday night Tech was just as tough as Hagan had feared. He 
reported to Mr. Neely that the Engineers were as rugged as LSU 
defensively and at least two TDs superior offensively. 


When Dodd and Neely have the hosses, they know what to do 
with them.
